Eviction Clauses 
Of New Rent Law 


Un d er a n ew provision of the 
1948 law n o ten an t n eed surren d er 
a housin g acco m m o d atio n un til at 
least 60 d ay s after he has received 
a written eviction n otice from In s 
lan d lord , un less the ten an t has n ot 
paid his ren t, or he is violatin g the 
obligation of his ten an cy , or is 
creatin g a n uisan ce.

Seeking to modernise and Improve Its torpedoes, the Navy wanted to know what happens to a 
steel b all, dropped into water while revolving. So it b uilt a testing tank at its Morris Dam. Oalif., 
torpedo experimentation station. These unusual photos are the result of the tests, which gave the Navy 
valuab le hydrodynamic data. They were taken with high-speed cameras as the b alls flashed through 
the wster. steel b alls of two-and three-inch diameter were dropped into the testing tank, revolving 
at speeds of 24, 80 and 120 revolutions per minute. The smaller the b ail and the slower the speed, 
the neater the resulting pattern.
